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Cobweb Easily Outruns Under Fire 
and Wins in a Canter — Fa- 
vorites Successful. 
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NEW ORLEANS. Li.. February IS. — Mud raring 
wa* again t lit* order, a heavy '•form during the night 
thoroughly drenching the course and converting it 
ha.-k to its muddy state. As a result of the change 
withdrawals from most of the races reduced the 
fi* id* to fewer starters, the exception l>eing in the 
opener, in which » wo year-olds • -on tended, and it 
also brought with it the first serious accident tr> a 
jockey this season, with the |Mi|tuiar little Spanish 
rider .1. Rodriguez the victim. The youngster was 
astride Margaret Garrett. and that filly, wheu ap- 
proaching the first turn, went straight for the 
l*nce. which she struck with great force and sent 
Rodriguez catapaulting out of the saddle and over 
the fenee. When aid reached him it was found 
that ho had sustained a eotu|M*tind fracture of tin* 
right leg below the knee and other injuries, hut 
of minor nature. Margaret Garrett, after her re- 
coil f nun tie* fem-e. staggered about all <*onfused 
:«ud again hit the rail with terrific force. Her 
second contact with the fence caused a lung punc- 
ture. enforcing iter destruction. Rodriguez, after 
an administration of first aid. was rushed to the 
hospital. The youngster, by recent good saddle 
work, ha* become immensely |»opiilar with racegoers, 
and hi* absem-e from tl»e saddle will in* felt. lie 
is under «*ontrtict to Jame* Arthur. 

Favorite*. \v« r<* successful in most of the races 
tit - *tf lerroM**. The most pronounced choice nml the 
cM'U-st winner >f the tiny proving Jolm Lowe’* 
three -year old protective star Cobweb, a son «»f 
Sweep — Cluny. He showed a sparkling |>er forma lice 
in giilloniug away with apparent ease from Inder 
Fire and Marie Miller in the Xl.OUO feature race, 
and iu fast time considering the track. 

Harvest King, another heavily supnorted cue. 
made good in the succeeding race when he led 
Antoinette and Lord Herbert for the entire race and 
won with ease. 

Sylvano. another favorite, showed the way 
throughout iu the sixth rare, and beat Water Wil- 
low and Rue Samuels with the greatest case. 

The final dash brought the clones t finish of the 
fferniN.n. Puls and Calls, the longest priced win- 
ii< r of the afternoon, just inanaging to get up in 
the last stride to bent Regreso by a nose.

BIG SEASON FOR THE STEEPLECHASERS 



W. R. Coe’s Bet and J. E. Griffith’s The Brook 
Stars of the Timber -Toppers. 



NEW YORK. X. Y.. February 18.— W. K. Coe. 
now one of New York’s leading sportsmen, also one 
of tlie country’s greatest prospective breeders of 
thoroughbreds, will have his star juui|>er Bet 
trained again thi* coming season, and in the win- 
ner of last fall’s £10.000 Manly Memorial Steeple- 
chase Mr. Coe is expected’ to have one oT the leading 
steeplechasers of the year. A daughter of King 
James and Nancy D. Bet seems to improve with 
ago. For several years her refusal to jump cleanly 
unless some other horn* gave her a fast lead made 
her an unreliable racing proposition, bin sin* attmi 
to have overcome that weakness and to la* improving 
with age. 

Ijist summer she struck her proper gait, and after 
beating Weldship and Shannon River in tlie North 
American Steeplechase, and Shannon River and 
Dramaturge iu tin* Red Cross Subscription Handicap 
and being beaten by St. Charlcote in tlie Saratoga, 
a steeplechase in which she took the measure of The 
Brook, she journeyed down to Pimlico and trimmed 
i lie star* <>f tbf year in tin* Manly Memorial. 

The Brook was the Manly Memorial contender, 
and Bet had him beaten through the last half mile. 
Bet is now wintering at Belmont Bark. If 

her reformation is really complete it is a ques- 
tion whether there will In* a jumper out this yeat 
capable of taking her measure when she is not to* 
severely handicapped. She is likely to prove one of 
the bigge*t money winners of the Coe stable, albeit 
William Karrick is training for Mr. Coe highly 
promising three- year -olds in Terentia and Sweep 
On. ami he has some promising two-year-olds com- 
ing on. 

Bet’s chances of proving a big money winner are 
good liecanse there will be more amt letter steeple- 
chase purses iu the east this year ami not as many 
horse* of the l**st quality as are normally seeu 
under color* to fill them. 

NOT EASILY DEVELOPED. 

Many of the leading supporters of the cross-coun- 
try *|H»rt abandoned steeplechasing a couple of 
years back to take up war work, and although most 
of them will Ik* back on the job iu tlie spring they 
will I*** back empty-handed. Steeplechase horses 
are not its easily developed as are flat hor***s. 
’rhere Is a theory among horsemen that it takes 
three years to him ke a steeplechaser, and. although 
good jumpers have been developed in less time than 
that wlnn precocious timlier has been available, 
that idea is nearly the correct one. 

J. E. Griffith’s foreign -bred horse The Kr«»ok. 
Mr*. Walter M. Jefford’s Babcock. Joseph E. Wide- 
n**r’s Duettiste, George l>. Widener’s Tnunpator. 
W. A. Prime’s W. F. Knehelkanip. J. K. L. Ross’ 
Dramaturge, J. A. Buchanan's Goldilocks and F. S. 
Yon Stade’s Truditioner seem to he the most for- 
midable of Bet’s prospective rival* among the vet- 
er n juni|iers. Mrs. l*ayne Whitney hist her a«*e 
when Square Dealer broke down at Pimlico just la*- 
fore the running of tlie Manly Memorial, for which 
lie was jtointing. Weldship showed clearly that age 
and hanl campaigning wen* telling on his vital 
energies. St. Charlcote was nothing like tin* horse 
la* t year lie had becu tlie year before, and. having 
a bad leg. there *1*h*s not seem to Is* great prospect 
of his improving thi* «*oming season. St. Charlcote 
i* a horse of gnat bulk, and bulk and a laid leg are 
not a good combination. 

Babcock probably is tin* best prospect of tlie 
younger of tin* veterans. A son of Waterboy ami 
Phantasma. Balicock disclosed much natural apti- 
tude for steeplechasing at Saratoga ami Belmont 
Park in August and September. When he struck 
himself and went lame at Iaiurel. Mike Daly put 
him by. Daly «li<l not persist in training the big 
Wilt or boy gelding for tlie Manly Memorial, ms he 
must have !>een strongly tempted to do. It is hard 
to pass a $10,900 race when one lias n horse of 
Bala-ock’s promise to work on. even if that horse 
does happen to lie a little lame. 

Duettiste and Dramaturge, two other develop- 
ments of last year, also look like comers. Both 
are sons of Ethelliert. the former’s darn being 
Diilcibella. th** latter from Drama. Duettiste and 
Dramaturge did remarkably well, especially as tlie 
season waned. Duettiste ran a good race in the 
Manly Memorial. Dramaturge showed nearly high- 
class steeplechase form on three or four occasions, 
and lie dill not have the g« «al fortune to carry a 
first-class rider at any time in the year. 

THE BROOK BEST OF VETERANS. 

The Brook, of course, is tlie lw*st of tlie seasoned 
veteran-. Tlie real cross-country hero of the sea- 
son. as lie was the biggest of tlie jumping money 
winner*— his earnings totaled $17,410. The Brook 
d*»e* not have to improve a great deal. He is a 
faultless fencer and a skillful manager of weight, 
notwithstanding lie i* not a big horse. His path 
will Ih* thornier this year than it was last. But 
la* i* sound and strong and only six years old. which 
is n<» great age for a jumper, and tlie chance of 
his rising to whatever i* asked of him is good. 

Mrs. Payne Whitney. Timothy Donohue. E. M. 
Weld and the Nassau Stable seem to have the l**st 
four-year-old pros|»*rts in Elysian, Deltadou. Belle 
of the Sea and Iteoisive. tin* three -year-olds of 191S 
which figured most conspicuously in the steeplechas- 
ing at Pimlico in November. Debadou. a brother of 
Hronio ami Leochares. won the $3,000 Elkridge, tlie 
season’s stiffest test of three-year-old fencing merit, 
and lie showed well. Nevertheless, the cross-country 
sharp* left Pimlico in November pretty well con- 
vinced that Elysian was tlie best three -year-old of 
191M. How Henderson managed to get off Elysian’s 
bark in the running of the Elkridge lias never been 
explained. Elysian is a horse of size and substance, 
a perfect jumping type, and he knows his way 
through tlie field. lie is a steadier horse than 
Debadou. 

Belle of the Sea won tin* notice of the sharps in 
the Junior, another race for three -year -olds ex- 
clusively. when she defeated Decisive and Elysian. 
El.vsian’s defeat prohahly was due to the circum- 
stance that lie had not l**en out since the running 
of the Elkridge. in which he had injured himself 
slightly. 
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ORIGIN OF THE PARI-MUTUEL SYSTEM 



Tlie French pari-mutuel system was invented on 
the Parisian ra**e courses, or rather in tlie pad- 
dock». when those who had come down to tlie races 
drew the names of the horses running and tlie win- 
ner scooped the p*K>l. There was no deduction made, 
and tlie full amount was paid over without commis- 
sion. Thu* encouragement was given M. Oiler to 
exploit the national taste for lotteries by the in- 
vention of that huge caravan and offices on tlie 
boulevard* in Paris, where the winners’ gains were 
only taxed at five per cent, while now the initial 
stakes lose eight per cent on their value before tlie 
dividend is declared. The system lias been officially 
sanctioned by special vote of tlie French chamber 
of deputies and lcgaliz**d by a presidential decree.

UP TO HORSEMEN TO DO THEIR PART 



Success or Failure of Racing in Great Measure 
Depends Upon Their Co-Operation. 



Horsemen at tlie present time have much for 
which to la* thankful. Despite the exigency of a 
call to battle of tin* brave, young, sturdy manhood 
of this country to protect the honor and integrity 
of tlie nation, it was thought necessary by those in 
authority to indorse, encourage and promote the 
production of any equipment that would in any way 
be of service or value to the boys “over there’’ 
under fire, writes Charles K. Brossmau. t’onse- 
quently the thoroughbred breeding interests lioomed 
and th«* race tracks flourished, record crowds* at- 
tended the rares and visitors, owners, employes and 
'table boys subscribed to tin* Liberty Loan, War 
Stamp and Red Cross solicitors with a liberality 
mil zeal that have never l>een equaled iu the his- 
tory of this or any other country. Now are “our 
bruised arms hung up for inouumeuts; our stern 
alarums changed to merry meetings. Grim visaged 
war hath smoothed his wrinkled front.” and now 
we must adjust ourselves to changed conditions and 
what procedure will is* the best for tin* improvement 
of tlie breed of horses in the land. 

Young trainers must learn how to prepare a horse 
to go over a “cup course” without exhaustion or 
injury, for a good, game horse, pnqierly trained, will 
oanii a lot of racing. Bramble, tlie sir** of Ben 
Brush, won five “cups” in a single season, with 
no detriment to Iris usefulness as a racer or li is 
subsequent career as a breeder. The half-trained 
football player or pugilist is Hie one with whom 
tlie accident terminates fatally. So it i* with a 
race horse. Therefore traiuers should have their 
horses fit to start in these valuable long distance 
races, for. after all. they are the only races that 
ire talked about in after years, create a sentiment 
vitli tin* public for racing, and the omy ones that 
go to make turf history. 

The public will forget all about a three-quarters 
race iu a week’s time, but the wiunner of a val- 
uable long distance race will he idolized, not only 
it the time, but in subsequent years. Would it not. 
then, Ih* wise as a business priqiosition. without any 
regard to the sentiment attached to the victory 
:»f such a race or not. considering the halo that 
seems to duster around the name of so brilliant 

a i>erformer. if owners and trainers would la* more 
enthusiastic ami persevering in endeavoring to pro- 
dins* tlH- »*e*t long distance liorse of the season. 

Enter lilierally and start frequently iu order that 
the racing associations can advertise a remarkable 
race between famous horses t lia < will hi* sure to 

«tart. I*arge crowds will conn* to witness such a 
•on test. tlie association will la* gratified nud the 
public applaud. It is up to tlie horsemen to do their 
part. There is some obligation due to the men win* 
ma nag** the race tracks and make it possible for an 
owner to win a fortune at a single meeting 

When we consider, especially here in tin* middle 
west, tlie improvement of buildings, grounds and 
tracks, the efficiency and integrity of judges, lian- 
dicappera ami officials, the mathematical correct- 

ness of all of the clerical employes, the large in 
crease in added money ami tin* number of races 
given each day. all horsemen must he impressed 
with the improvement that has taken place in re- 
cent years. 

AN EGREGIOUS MISTAKE. 

Away hack in 1KS9. on Saturday. June 22. Derby 
day, at Washington Dark. Chicago, the day that 
Spokane beat Sorrento. Retrieve, Proctor Knott 
and others, the fifth ami last race of the day — re- 
memlwr that at tlie great Washington Park only 
five races were given at that time on Derby day — 
was a race for two-year-olds. Red Light finished 
tirst. Protection second, Sis O’Lee third. Baggage 
imi others among tlie “also rans.” The judges 
placed Baggage fir*t a u*l Red Light not iu tin* first 
three. A crowd gathered around tlie judges’ stand 
tnd vigorously demanded that tin* number of Bag- 
gage Ih* taken down and repiaeed by that of Red 
Light. The Judges, however, would listen to in* 
explanations and ordered tlie nunilM*r of Baggage 
.o Ih* officially rung up, ami. as it was tin* last race 
^f the day. left tin* judges’ stand and tin* grounds. 
The bookmakers paid olf on Baggage because lie 
had been officially declared the winner, although 
every pet son that saw the race, with the excep- 
tion of the judges, was satisfied that an egregious 
mistake had been made. 

The patrons of tin* track and the horsemen clam- 
ored so insistently at the injustice of tin* decision 
that on tlie following Monday an investigation was 
ordered. Jockeys were questioned ami all available 
information secured, then tin* judges conceded that 
they had made a ini*takc in the colors and the 
numbers on the arms of the jockeys. There weiV 
no nuniliers on the saddle cloth in those days, and 
gave the race to Red Light. Here was a unique 
situation for tlie liookmakers. They had been 
ordered, officially, to pay off on Baggage and had 
done so. and the incident so far as - they were con- 
cerned was elosed. Then conn* tlie judges in a 
couple of days after tin* race and declare another 
horse to Ih* the winner, making two winners iu the 
same race. 

After much discussion and consultation tlie Wash- 
ington Park Jockey Club assumed the responsibility* 
of the mistake and ordered the bookmakers to pay 
off on Red Light also, the club reimbursing the 
bookmakers for th** loss occasioned by tin* mistake, 
which amounted to a large sum of money. The 
Judges ou tliis occasion were Col. James F. Robin- 
son. of Lexington. Ky. ; t’harles Green. St. I amis, 
and George H. Wheeler. (’Iticago. prominent and in- 
fluential citizens of their respective communities, 
whose honesty was unquestioned and honor un- 
assailed. Prominent men wen* frequently invited 
to preside at race meetings on account of the 
prestige, dignity and eclat the names might add to 
the success of tlie occasion, and a thoroughly effici- 
ent racing judge was not then absolutely required. 
I’nder present racing condition* a mistake of that 
character could not happen. Tlierefm-e, horsemen 
should be satisfied with the outlook and Ih* willing 
to do their part.

SENTIMENT RULES AMERICAN SPORTS 



No Better Place to Study Spirit of Fair Play than 
on Our Race Tracks. 



The historians, diplomats aud war departments of 
the different eountries will now proceed to account 
for Germany’s failure to win the war. Volume* 
will be written, different theories, ttdvaueed. but 
in tin* end it will result iu notltiiig more tlinn 
conjecture. One must admit, however, that the 
advent of the American soldiers into tin* conflict 
was tin* turning (mint that scaled the fate of Ger- 
many. She was beaten from that time on because 
*he had failed to appreciate and recognize the value 
of the eternal fighting spirit of the American, who 
would fight for an ideal with a zeal that has al- 
ways lH*en irresistible; for the old flag has never 
yet trailed the ground since the Stars aud Stripe* 
were first hoisted. No nation on the other side 
lias ever yet understood Aim erica. 

They have noted our superficial defects, made ns 
subjects of caricature and lucUcrousness, as did 
Mrs. Fram-es Trollop in Iter “Domestic Manners 
of the Americans.” Chafles Dickens in Ills' “Ameri- 
can Notes.” and many others from the other side 
that have written altoui us after they made a 
superficial journey through our land, and they don’t 
thoroughly understand President Wilson over there 
now. They fail to catch the true American spirit 
of liberty and tin* sentimentalities that attend it; 
for which our people will fight and give their all. 
No foreigner can ever understand these tilings un- 
less he expects to make this country forever his 
home for himself and his descendants.

When Ilainlnirg Belle died 
at ThomasvIUe. flu., she was owned by II. M.

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Hanna of Cleveland. Ohio, who willingly concurred 
to the plan and assisted in having her body re- 
moved from Thomasville. Ga., to Lexington, Ky., 
where her remains, now rest in the beautiful «*<iuine 
cemetery at Hamburg Place, within a few rials of 
the paddock in which she was foaled and her in- 
fancy nurtured. The late Hon. Iceland Stanford, one 
of the leading great nu*n of onr coutitry, successful

It is this spirit found in the heart of every true 
sportsman and the lover of clean sports that the 
German army knew nothing about or could not 
understand, for it has been demonstrated that there 
is a little indescribable something called class, ideal- 
ism. or by whatever name it is known, that makes 
men win. 

Our pioneer ancestors were all idealists, else they 
never would have crossed the Atlantic and settled 
in the wilderness; so that now this spirit, nurtured 
and develiq**d as it is in a country like tins, is a 
force that an enemy must reckon with. Therefore, 
when the conclusion is finally reached as to why 
Germany was beaten, the sportsmen of this country 
will no doubt receive their full share of credit.
